HAKIRYA, Sunday. — There 
appears to be no doubt that 
the PCC. in the report it ix 
now preparing for submission 
to the Genegal Assembly, wil) 
propose its own dissolution 
After three years of painstak- 
ing effort, the Commission has 
come to the conclusion tha’ 
no helpful purpose can be 
served by its continued ex- 
istence as long as the objec- 
tive circumstances of the cas 
do not alter. The question 
now being canvassed is who 
if anyone, is to inherit the 

Commission's functions? 

It is pointed out here that 
there are three aspects to the 
situation which has developed 
since the Palestine war: a) the 
security position, b) the refugee 
problem and c) the political 
question of a settlement be 
tween Israel and the Arab 
States. 

The security position is gov- 
erned by the Armistice Agree 
ments, the implementation of 
which falls within the pro- 
vince of General Riley and 
his staff of the Truce Super- 
visory Organization. This wil! 
continue for as long as the 
Armistice Agreements remai: 
in force. 

Refugee Problem 

The refugee problem in al 
its aspects is under the in- 
mediate care of UNRWA, 
headed by Ambassador Bland- 
ford. This, too, is an aetivity 
that will continue as long as 
the refugee prpblem remains 
unsolved 

As for the third point, K is 
doubtful whether the purely

If objective prospects exist 
for peace, or ndeed for the
